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THE INFORMER TELLS HOW EGAN wise 
His ESCAPE. 
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Lively Tilts Between Counsel on the Ad- 
missibillty of Beach’s Testimony—Father 
Covenry’s Denial — The Lets ef the 
Steamer Glencoe—Emperor William’s 
Donation—England’s Harbor Defenses— 
Foreign News. | 


LONDON, February 7.—Upon the résumption 
of the sitting of the Parnell Commission to- 
day the witness Beach; alias Le Caron, made 
a correction in the testimony he gave yester- 
Gay. He said it was Boyton whom he 
saw at the Philadelphia Convention 
in 1883, and not Sheridan, as he 
testified yesterday. The latter only arrived 
in America in 188. Attorney-General Web- 
ster read a portion of the Constitution of the 
U. 8.“ Beach explained the symbols 
standing for Secretary and Treasurer, the Sec- 
retary’s being a double square with one right 
angle placed over the other, while the Treas- 
urer’s was across. In March, 1834, witness 
attended a district convention of the U. 
. „Where he saw Sullivan and Lomasney. 
LOMASNEY’S SERVICES. 
Attorney-General Webster asked the witness 
what services Lomasney had rendered, that 
the Brotherhood should support his family. 
Witness explained that a convention of the 
reunited sections, now known as the ‘‘U. 
B., was held in June, 188, when a 
delegate from Detroit, where the widow of 


Lomaaney lived, introduced the subject. Sir 
Charles Russell asked the court whether this 
was evidence against the Parnellites. 

Attorney-General Webster held that these 
organizations were really all one and the evi- 
dence was admissible because Egan, Sheridan 
and others were directly connected with the 
I. R. B., and the I. U. 


PARNELL AND TUR WITNESS. 

Sir Henry James also contended that the 
witness’ alleged conversation with Parnell 
made his evidence admissible. Parnell! bad 
requested the witness to do certain things 
when de arrived in America, and it had been 

roved that the request was carried out. 

herefore, the first step was to demonstrate 
the nature of the society with which 
it was alleged Parnell desired an alliance. 
What was about to be proved was the acts of 
the association with which Parnell desired to 
come into line. Having put Parneli’s view 
before the court and supposing they showed 
that money .was procured for dynamite 
and proved that a dyuamiter re- 
celved sympathy from this body by 
being recompensed, that would be one act 
which, if brought home to the knowledge of 
individuals, would — of no question being 
raised. They would prove these acts, and the 
notorious character of the body with which an 
alliance was sought was shown by its acts, and 
they only desired to prove at present what 
was relevant and pertinent. 

PROOF DEMANDED. 

Sir Charles Russell said that the Attorney 
Generail’s theory made Parnell and his asso- 
clates affected by the actions of the U. B. or 
B. OC. to the end of time. Mr. Reid said that — 
Attorney-General, before proving proceedin 
in America against the Parnellites, should 
produce more definite evidence of the ar- 
rangement and conduct of the conspirae 
and ine spirit otberthan thatin which the 
| evidence had so far been tendered. It was 
not sufficient to show conversations, innocent 
in themselves, without proving guilty knowl- 
edge of such object as was contemplated. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL WEBSTER'S REPLY. 

Attorney-General Webster said be had never 
been prepared to suggest that Mr. Parnell or 
other members of Parliament were person- 
ally connected with murderous outrages. 
His contention was that they were aliied 
with —＋ whom they knew to be, or 
could have known it they bad made proper in- 
guiry to have been prominently connect- 
ed many vears with such outiages. The At- 
torney-General read the evidence given yester- 
day and asked why he was not allowed to in- 
troduce similar evidence to-day to show what 
the U. B. was doing in 1884, although not by 
direct mandate or specificinstructions. Hedid 
not contend that Mr. Parnell and his associates 
planned murders, but that they had allied 
themselves intimately with the I. R. B., and 
availed themselves of its money. Knowing 
the character ofthe I. R. B., they contined 
their alliance with it after most distinct and 
positive notice. It had been proved that 
several members of the House of Com- 
mons attended four or five league 
conventions in America where the 

R. controlied the proceedings, 
and the harmony between them was referred 
to in a document read atthe convention, in 
which the hope was expressed that the tree 
which Davitt had planted in Mayo might 
grow untiiit had grown into an organization 
that should effect Ireland’s freedom. 

THE EVIDENCE ADMITTED. 

The court decided to admit the evidence on 
the ground that the U. B. and the Clan- na- 
Gael, and the I. R. B. were practically the 
same body and united the members of one 
being interchangeable upon the others. 

It had been roved that certain er- 
sous, including Brennan and Sheridan, 
among the rsons charged, were members 
of the I. R. B. Evidence, not ‘of one member’s 
conversation with another, but as to what 
was done In the convention of the U. B., would 
be evidence against them. Other ns, 

especially the members of Parliament whom 
Sir Charles Russell represented, stood in a 
different position, and the Court would ab- 
stain from saying anything regarding the ap- 
plicability of this evidence against them, but 
the evidence was admissible. 

BEACH CONTINUES 

Beach then continued his testimony. He 
said that Leake, Dillon, Egan, Devoy, Samuel 
Morris and D. O’Mahon attended the conven- 
tion, which unanimously ordered the Execu- 

tive to protect Lomasney’s family. Attorney- j he 


the adoption of this resolution. a 
Beach, continuing, said that he accom 
Egan and other elegates to ee on- 
vention, which was held in August, 1884. 
Egan explained his escape and told how he 
received information from Dublin Castle re- 
gurding the intended movements of the au- 
thorities.

Loxpon, February 7.—It has been ascer- 
tained beyond doubt that the steamer which 
was sunk in the collision with the British bark 
Largo Bay, off Beachy Head on Monday night, 


„was the Glencoe, belonging to the Gien Line 


of Glasgow. The Gleneos was bound from 
Liverpoo!t to London. She carried a créiw 
numbering fifty-four men, all of whom were 
presumably drowned. She had no passengers. 
She was last reported as having passed Prawle 


Point on Monday. The Glencoe was a three- 
masted iron screw steamer of 1.901 tons. She 
was built at Glasgow in 1878, was owned by 
McGregor, Gow & Co., and was rated 100 Al 
at the British Lioyds. 

THE ILL-FATED SHIP. 

It is now learned that the crew of the Glen- 
coe numbered fifty-two men. including 
twenty-three Chinamen. The force of the 
collision was so great that the foremast of the 
Largo Bay was jerked out and feli across her 
deck house, crushing it. A wild tempest was 
raging at the time ot the accident, and snow 
was falling so thickly that it was im- 
possible for the lookout on either 
vessel to see the lignts of the other until the 
collision was inévitabie. The Glencoe forged 
ahead, trying to cross the —— Bay’s bow, 
but failed to do so, and ran at full — into 
the bark, demolishing ten feet of her bow. 
The Largo Bay would also havesunk had she 
not been provided with water-tight sec- 
tions. The euddenness of the shock 
dazed the crew of the bark. They saw 
nothing further of the steamer, but could 
make out her crew struggling in the water. 
It was im sible, however, to render them 
any assistance, all ot the barge’s boats being 
smashed. The wind blew with such force 
that the salle of the bark were torn to shreds 
and a boy was carried overboard. The bark 
weathered the storm until rescued and towed

The following day, while 
cruising about awaiting the return of the geo- 
ond mate and steward, and while fully eleven 
miles off shore the Mary Fraser was 
BOARDED BY AN ARMED CREW 
of Portuguese, and the officers in charge de 
manded to know what quantity of to- 
bacco there was on doard. Oapt. 
r referring to his manitest, stated 
he had eleven boxes, the exact weight being 
200 pounds. The vessel was searched and the 
return was found to be correct in every partic- 
lar. At the same time Capt. Lapham 
tested against being boarded and searched 
when more than three miles beyond the Por- 
tuguese jurisdiction and while flying the Amer- 
ican flag. Soon afterward 12 Lapham went 
ashore after bis two men and he was followed 
by a boat from the Portuguese gunboat. The 
Portaguese captain landed and compared the 
rough estimate given to the coast guardsmen 
with the manifest and at once se! the Amer- 
ican vessel, 1 an armed crew a 
and towi er into Fayai, where she has 
since been alned. For two days the Cap- 
tain was beld a prisoner, not being allowed to 
land without permission of the Captain of the 
gunboat, and then only when accompanied by 
two armed men. The Oustom-house officials 
fined the vessel 210 Portuguese dollars on the 
sc that a false manifest had been given. 
hile the Fraser was in tow of the Portuguese 
gunboat the cook, an African, handed a paper 
TO THE PORTUGUESE OFFICIAL 
stating that some tobacco had been sold when 
the American vessel was off Flores. This was 
not denied by Capt. Lapham, but as the 
transaction took place at sea, more than 
twelve miles off shore, it was no coneern of 
the Portuguese Government. In this latter 
case Capt. Lapbam was fined $300 in Portu- 
guese money. When the Consul-Generai for 
the United States wished to appeal to the Lis- 
bon authorities permission was refused unless 
a deposit of $7,000 was made. Under these 
circumstances Consul-General Dabney de- 
cidedto band the Mary Fraser over to the 
local authorities and to appeal to his Govern- 
ment for redress. 

Capt. Lapbam has been obliged to give 
security for $400 to appear when called upon. 
He is, therefore, unable to leave the island, 
and is virtually a prisoner. He is destitute, 
being unable to raise any funds, and his ves- 
selis lying idle. It is claimed thatthe Portu- 
guese Government by its acts has pot only in- 
flicted great personal wrong on the American 
skipper and crew, but has caused serious loss 
to her owner.

SALOON-KEEPERS WITHOUT LICENSES AR- 
RESTED BY THE POLICE. 


creases Business at the Collector's Office 
To-Day—A Rush of Contributor's te the 
City’s Revenue—Dive Keepers in Court—

N THE office of 
Collector H. OC. Sex- 
ton this morning 
there were piles of 
gold, piles of silver, 
bundles of legal 


sued in lieu thereof,

which Dillions of dollars have passed. The 
show was extraordinary even for this, the re- 
eving end of the oity government. The 
reason of it lay in the increased demand for 
dramshop licenses. 

Every saloon-keeper in the city is required 
on the opening of the new year and on the th 
day of July of each year to renew his license 
or quit the whisky-dispensing.traffiic. For 
failure to comply with this requirement he is 
Mable to a maximum fine of $300 for 
every sale made after the expiration of 
his lHeense. The early weeks of 
January brought many applicants for 
licenses—law-abiding saloon keepers, and 
others who were anxious to get legal per- 
mission to sell before the investigation of the 
dives could include them. The clerks were 
kept steadily employed throughout several 
days and had littie rushes of work on other 
days. Then the demand fell off. The 
last fortnight has shown very small re- 
ceipts indeed. Up to last night 1,154 
licenses had been issued and about 650 licenses 
remained to be issued. This was better than 
had ever been done in the office if last July be 
excepted. The rush six months ago was 
greater, but it was caused by the arrest of all 
saloon-keepers found doing business without 
Hieense. Yesterday 

CHIEF OF POLICE ANTON HUEBLER 
instructed all the Captains in the districts to 
have all the saloon-keepers found doing bust 
ness without license to be arrested and sent to 
the Police Courts. Arrests began in the Cen- 
tral and Third Police Districts last night. This 
morning there were some ten cases on the 
docket of the First District Police Court, and 
a larger numder in the Second District Court. 
All took continuances and made a bee line for 
the Collector's office. 

The narrow space in front of the counter 
over which Collector Sexton's deputies issue 
dram-shop licenses was filled from the time 
the janitors opened the doors, all through the 
morning and all through the afternoon. The 
chink of coin and the rustic of notes were the 
only sounds heard, if the scratching of ns 
and Dram-shop License Deputy Daley s 
humorosities be excepted. 

The representatives of brewers were there 
with great batches of applications for licenses 
and checks for four and five place sums.

The applications were received 
with the required bond, a memorandum of the 
license was made for the use of the teller and 
the licenses were made out. Then 
all the papers and the $279.50, 
which is the total amount charged for 
a half yearly license, was transferred to the 
cashier, who, after counting the money again, 
and filing the memorasdum, application and 
bond, delivered the license to the applicant.

MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 


William Anderson to Hang for the Killing 
of His Wife. 


William Anderson, who killed his wife 
Adella Anderson at 1510 North Broadway last 
August with a base ball bat, has been found 
guilty ot murder in the first degree. His trial 
was concluded in the Criminal Court yester- 
day, and the case went tothe jury, who re- 
turned their verdict this morning. They 
were seated in the jury box when 
Judge Normile took the bench this morning 
and opened court. They were asked if they 
had agreed upon a verdict and replied in the 
affirmative. Anderson was led out of the 
prisoner's dock and placed in the defeudant’s 
ehair. The foreman of the jury handed the 
verdict to Clerk Finney, who read it. It found 
the defendant guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, which means he will have 
to hang. Anderson remained perfect- 

calm and indifferent during the 
reading of the document, nota musele in his 
face moving. He said not a word to an — 
and was led back to the dock by Deputy Sheriff 
Siegmund, Shortly afterward he was taken 
down to jail. This stolcal indifference has 
been characteristic of the man whois un- 
doubtedly of weak mind, although he may not 
be really insane. 

„1am eatisfied with the verdict,’’ said 
Anderson in response to the question of a 
reporter. „1 would rather be convicted 
of murder in the first degree than of murder 
in the second degree, for if convicted of the 
latter I would have to serve ten or fifteen 
years in the penitentiary, while as it isi will 
net a new trial and be ul at the 
nexttrial. if 1 had money would never 
have been convicted, for then I could have 
b a physician who ie an expert in 
men diseases to amine me, and I 
am sure he would find that I 
am insane at times and would swear 
to that fact. There are blanks in my life when 
Ican remember nothing, andIhad one ot 
these spelle when I kill my wife. I knew 
not whatI was doing. At sach times I am 
sure J] am insane, but at other times I am per- 
fectly rational. Iam sure Iwill never hang. 
Mr. Thomas Estep, the attorney appointed by 
the court to defend me, is a good er and 
Iam satisfied with bim and the work he has 
done forme. Allilneeded was money to em- 
ploy medical experts toexamine me. I would 
not be willing to serve more than two years in 
the penitentiary, because 1 think that is all I 
deserve for what I done.

running without a license. Arrests would, of 
course, be made and then the courts would be 
flooded with litigat ion.

In each of the owe 
States named the amount received in taxes 
from insurance companies exceeds that col- 
lected from the same source in Missouri. In 
Minnesota, where the amount of business trans- 
acted by insurance compagies is not nearly 
as large or profitable as in this State, the 
State collects $93,182.04 in taxes and 812,073 in 
fees, making a total of $105,255.04 received by 
Minnesota from insurance companies, as 
against about $20,000 received by Miss uri. In 
New York $149,344 in fees and 393,967 in taxes 
are received from insurance companies, While 
in the little Territory of Daxota, the entire in 
surance business of which does not equal in 
value the amount of business done in the 
same line in Kansas City alone, the Territoria) 
government receives $20,588 from insurance 
companies, or about as much as the entire 
State of Missouri collects from the same 
source. ;

President Mansfield of the Citizens’ Tele- 
phone Protective Association Shews That 
the Present Rates Are Exorbitant—The 
Reduction Propesed by the Im Now 
Under Consideration—Claims Made by 
the Company.

Jurrenson Orrr. February 17.—Fielding 
Mansfield, President of the Telephone Protect- 
ive Association of St. Louis, appeared de- 
fore the Committee on Municipal Corporations 
of the House yesterday to urge the pas- 
sage of a bill reducing the price of telephone 
service in St. Louis.

Before an appeal will lie to a higher power 
allthe known remedies of relief must be re- 
80 to. An ordinance fixing the rate for 
telephone service at $50 r annum in St. 
Louis was duly passed. n May $1 last the 
Bell Teiephone Co. tor violation of this ordi- 
nance was fined The case was appealed 
to the Court of Criminal Correction, where, on 
June 15, the decision of the Police Court was 
affirmed. This case reached the Supreme 
Court on appeal on June 18, and was set for a 
bearing on the first day of the October term, 
last. On the 20th of December, 1588, the fol- 
lowing decision was handed down by the State 
Supreme Court. 


Here Mr. Mansfield read the recent decision 
of the Supreme Courtin which it was held 
that the findings in the lower court be re- 
versed, the language being, ‘‘and we shall 
take it for granted that the State has the 
power to fix and vrescribe a maximum rate for 
telephone service, but this power has not been 
delegated to municipal corporations. A tele- 
phone company when once ite poles are 
planted and wires stretched on or over the 
streets ofacity, becomes in effect a monop- 
oly, te., the decision winding up by stating 
that the city of St. Louis has no right to ix 
telephone rates. 

Mr. Mansfield then continued as follows:

of ton. The Bell Telephone Cu. of Mis- 
sour! is, therefore, practically a foreign cor-

State. Armed with thie decision of the Su- 

treme Court upon the adjournment of thie 
islature this company will not besiow to 
avail itself of ite right to exact such advanced 
charges as it may establish. 
THE TELEPHONE COMPANY 
is declared by the Supreme Court to be an ab- 
solute monopoly; telephones controlied by 
thie monopoly have become a necessity; this 
then furnishes the imperative reason why the 
rates for telephone service should be fixed by 
In fixing a maximum charge for tele- 
phone service in St. Louis, the fact that other 
companies in other towns and cities in this 
and other States furnish telephones at 346 per 
annum should be considered, together 
with the fact that there can exist no 
valid reason why the service cannot be 
rendered at the same rate in St. Louis. The 
actual past cost to the company in St. Louis is 
not worthy of consideration, use the ad- 
ministration may haye been extravagant, and 
it is pot fair to foree the people of St. Louis to 
pay for an extravagant administration. The

be company the sole and absolute right te fix 
its price, can be accounted for by the fact 
that, at that time, telephones were regarded 
as mere play-things, not destined to become 
necessary factors in business transactions. 

The telephone company is protected in_ its 
ebarwes by the statutes now in force. The 
Supreme Court having deciared this company 
a monopoly, the Legisiature should protect 
the people by fixing a reasonable maximum 
charge for telephone service. I appeal to the 
committee for a favorable report, in bonalt of 
the telephone subscribers. As the telephone 
compsny is now forcing subscribers to sign 
contracts for one year at the $100 rate, I would 
respectfully suggest that speedy relief is de- 
sired.’’ 

Manager Durant of St. Louis and Manager 
Smith of Kansas City also appeared before the 
committee. Manager Durant showed that the 
earnings for 1888 were 12 per cent, and claimed 
that the company cannot operate if the reduc- 
tion is made. He explained that et present 
the prices charged are 90 for private resi- 
dences, $100 for business houses and $120 for 
public places.

Judge Thayer delivered his opinion in és 
case of the United States aghinst George KR. 
Tozer in the District Court in Hannibal, .
